Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1958.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  84th  in  the  series. 

These  Reports  have  been  presented  by  your  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  as  follows: —

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

328  live  births  were  registered;  9 less  than  in  1957.  This 
gives  a Birth  Rate  of  16.8  per  1,000  population  and,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  16.3. 
Tt  compares  favourably  with  the  County  figure  of  16.7  and  the 
National  figure  of  16.4.  There  were  11  stillbirths  notified  and  16 
of  all  births  were  illegitimate. 

250  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 
12.8  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Rate  of  10.1. 

An  analysis  shows  that  34  of  the  deaths  in  St.  John’s 
Hospital  were  patients  who  would  previously  have  been  registered 
as  non-residents. 

The  Local  Death  Rate  calculated  after  deducting  these 
institutional  deaths  is  11.1. 

4 deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year,  all  occurred 
in  the  first  6 months  of  life  and  2 of  them  in  the  first  week.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  12.2  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The 
County  Rate  was  23.2  and  the  National  Rate  was  22.5. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  for  the  twelfth 
year  in  succession. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

79  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  in  1958, 
48  of  them  being  scarlet  fever  which  occurred  sporadically  through- 
out eleven  months  of  the  year.  It  was  the  very  mild  form  which 
used  to  be  called  scarletina  and  the  rash  was  so  transient  that  no 
doubt  there  were  many  missed  cases. 

PROTECTIVE  PROCEDURES: 

Adequate  protective  measures  against  infection  with  certain 
serious  diseases  continues  to  be  available  free  through  Welfare 
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Centres  and  general  practitioners.  The  response  is  fairly  good  but 
could  be  better  and  it  requires  continuous  personal  health  education 
and  periodic  public  propaganda  to  maintain  the  present  levels. 

Sufficient  vaccine  became  available  in  1958  to  vaccinate 
almost  all  those  registered  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis. 
The  scheme  was  extended  to  all  born  in  1933  and  since,  but  the 
response  was  poor. 

(Writing  in  1959  I can  add  that  the  registration  of  adolescents 
and  young  adults  was  suddenly  boosted  by  the  nation-wide  reaction 
to  the  death  of  a well-known  athlete.  So  much  so  that  the  supplies 
of  vaccine  were  temporarily  exhausted  and  so  were  the  medical, 
nursing  and  clerical  staffs! 

Whilst  this  fortuitous  circumstance  has  provided  welcome 
publicity  for  the  vaccination  scheme  and  has  substantially  increased 
the  number  of  protected  persons,  its  effect  will  be  transient  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  stimulate  waning  interest  by  all  the  regular 
forms  of  health  publicity  as  assiduously  as  possible. 

Finally  I record  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  Divisional  Health 
Office,  and  the  V oluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


* * * * 

Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artifically  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
below  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 
covered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser  and  dextrine  manufacture,  wholesale 
clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades.  The  Corporation 
own  the  water  undertaking,  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a pleasure 
ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation  owns  over 
eighteen  hundred  dwellings  and  has  made  the  necessary  provision  for 
the  building  of  another  three  hundred  during  the  next  five  years. 
Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is 
now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment 
is  very  good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  the 
people.  With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have 
been  properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole 
can  be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Without  the  use  of  spectacular  stunts  steady  progress  has  been 
made  in  achieving  and  maintaining  proper  standards  in  food 
premises.  Regular  inspections  are  made  for  that  purpose  alone  and 
incidental  visits  are  made  for  other  public  health  purposes.  No 
opportunity  is  missed  to  check  bad  practices  and  to  advocate  good. 
Standards  in  the  handling  and  purveying  of  food  have  undoubtedly 
risen  and  are  continuing  to  do  so.  The  larger  company  shops  are 
setting  an  excellent  example  and  smaller  shopkeepers  are  also  play- 
ing their  part.  Despite  the  fact  that  it  is  now  nearly  three  years 
since  I reported  upon  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  meat  and  fish 
stalls  in  the  public  market,  and  to  the  absence  of  proper  facilities 
in  the  public  baths,  there  is  as  yet  no  improvement.  These  are  two 
premises  within  the  control  of  the  Council  and  it  affords  me  no 
pleasure  to  report  the  facts,  which  prove  a great  stumbling  block 
to  us  when  we  preach  food  hygiene  to  other  traders. 


PUBLIC  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

The  improvements  at  the  slaughterhouse  were  completed  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  These  included  the  provision  of  a cattle- 
stunning  pen,  an  electric  hoist,  and  the  alteration  of  the  overhead 
tracks  so  as  to  enable  a modified  form  of  line  slaughtering  to  be 
adopted,  and  the  provision  of  a new  dead-weight  scale.  Some  teeth- 
ing troubles  were  experienced  with  the  stunning  pen  which  was  of 
new  design  but  these  were  quickly  remedied,  and  the  general 
opinion  of  the  men  who  use  the  slaughterhouse  is  that  the  money  was 
well  spent.

SUSPECTED  FOOD  POISONING 

Five  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  May, 
1958.  Immediate  enquiries  were  made  in.  order  to  establish  the 
cause,  but  without  result.  Faecal  specimens  were  obtained  from  all 
persons  affected  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
In  only  one  of  these,  was  there  isolated  an  organism  of  the  sal- 
unonella  group,  but  when  specimens  were  obtained  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  patients  family  they  too  showed  the  presence  of 
salmonella.  Further  specimens  from  this  family  show  that  only  the 
originally  notified  patient  is  still  harbouring  the  organism.  As  he 
is  not  connected  with  a food  business,  no  further  action  has  been 
found  necessary. 


ICE  CREAM 

19  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. 17  samples  were  Grade  I and  2 samples  were  Grade  2. 
Very  little  ice  cream  is  now  made  by  local  traders,  most  of  that 
being  retailed  in  the  town  is  the  product  of  the  large  well  known 
firms  of  national  repute  and  is  subject  to  strict  control  at  all  stages 
of  its  manufacture. 


MILK 

Only  designated  milks  are  now  sold  in  the  Borough — pasteurised, 
sterilised,  tuberculin  tested,  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised.  3 samples 
of  pasteurised  milk  produced  by  the  Goolc  Co-operative  Society 
Ltd.,  were  submitted  for  examination  and  satisfied  the  prescribed 
tests. 


HOUSING. 


Clearance  of  Unfit  Dwellinghouses. 

Further  to  paragraph  3,  page  28  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1957, 
the  scheme  for  the  rehousing  of  the  occupants  in  the  Old  Goolc 
Clearance  Area  has  not  yet  been  started,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
difficulties  regarding  the  acquisition  of  the  necessary  land  are  in 
sight  of  being  solved.  Further  to  paragraph  4,  page  29  of  the  same 
report,  no  further  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
posed Central  Ward  Clearance  Area.  The  50  dwellings  in  the 
Stanley  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  and  the  55  dwellings  in 
the  Wesley  Square  C.P.O.  were  demolished  during  the  year,  as  were 
also  4,  5,  0 Johnson’s  Buildings,  Swinefleet  Road,  and  3,  5,  7,  9 
Doyle  Street.  The  following  unfit  houses  were  vacated — 89  Don 
Street,  13  North  Street,  10  Church  Street,  18  and  19  Bridge  Street, 
87  South  Street,  59  Couper  Street,  1 Dock  Street,  2 Blacksmiths 
Yard,  9 Aire  Street.  I submit  an  interim  progress  report  on  the 
post-war  slum  clearance  programme:—

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The  houses  in  the  Five  Year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  still 
remaining  to  be  dealt  with  are  those  in  the  South  Ward  Clearance 
Area,  The  Central  Ward  Clearance  Area,  also  houses  in  Belle  Yue 
Terrace,  Prospect  Terrace,  Axholme  Street,  Hook  Road,  Calder 
Street,  Church  Street. 


General  Housing  Disrepair. 

Complaints  of  disrepair  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department 
are  dealt  with  promptly  and  informal  notices  sent  to  the  persons 
responsible,  followed  by  statutory  notices  in  the  few  instances 
necessary.  With  few  exceptions  the  necessary  repairs  are  carried 
out  within  a reasonable  time,  having  regard  to  the  few  tradesmen 
in  the  town  employed  in  jobbing  work  of  this  kind.  A house  to 
house  inspection  would  bring  much  disrepair  to  light  in  some  parts 
of  the  town  but  to  embark  on  a project  of  this  nature  without  the 
hope  of  reasonable  prospects  of  getting  all  the  works  of  repair 
carried  out  fairly  quickly  would  be  futile. 

Improvement  Grants. 

51  applications  for  grants  for  the  purpose  of  improving  dwell- 
inghouses  have  been  received  during  the  year.  The  main  type  of 
improvement  has  consisted  of  the  provision  of  a bathroom  with  the 
usual  fittings  and  an  internal  W.C.,  with  of  course  the  provision  of 
a satisfactory  supply  of  hot  water.  These  grants  are  of  great  value 
and  it  would  be  a good  thing  if  more  people  would  take  advantage 
of  them.  A house  which  is  in  all  other  respects  satisfactory  becomes 
a quite  different  place  to  live  in  when  there  is  in  addition  a bath- 
room with  a fixed  bath,  a washbasin,  an  internal  W.C.  and  a plenti- 
ful supply  of  both  hot  and  cold  water,  not  only  to  the  bathroom  but 
to  the  kitchen  sink.  The  convenience  and  comfort  to  each  member 
of  the  family  and  the  labour  saving  to  the  housewife  are  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  cost,  which  when  the  grant  is  deducted,  amounts 
in  many  cases  to  little  more  than  the  cost  of  a television  set  and 
much  less  than  a motor  scooter  ! At  the  close  of  the  year  48  grants 
had  been  made,  the  schemes  submitted  by  the  applicants  haring 
been  approved  by  the  Council,  after  being  examined  in  both  the 
Health  Department  and  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department.

In  addition  to  the  48  schemes  for  which  grants  have  been  made 
preliminary  approval  was  given  to  23  other  schemes,  pending  the 
submission  of  drawings  and  estimates.  5 of  these  schemes  were 
completed  without  the  aid  of  a grant,  9 were  not  proceeded  with, 
and  in  the  remaining  9 the  final  proposals  of  the  owners  together 
with  the  drawings  and  estimates  have  not  yet  been  submitted. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

14  applications  were  made  for  certificates.  12  notices  of  inten- 
tion to  issue  the  certificates  applied  for  were  sent  to  the  owners. 
In  10  instances  the  necessary  undertaking  was  given  and  it  was 
unnecessary  to  issue  certificates.  In  2 instances  no  undertaking 
was  forthcoming  and  the  certificates  were  issued.  In  the  remaining 
2 instances  it  was  found  that  the  use  of  a little  tact  was  instru- 
mental in  getting  the  defects  complained  of  remedied  and  no 
further  action  was  necessary. 
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Overcrowding. 

Without  an  accurate  survey  or  census  the  degree  and  extent  to 
which  overcrowding  exists  can  only  be  a matter  of  conjecture. 
There  is  probably  little  of  the  gross  overcrowding  which  existed 
pro-. 193(5  but  from  the  applications  received  in  the  Housing  Depart- 
ment there  are  still  many  families  without  a dwelling  of  their  own 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  220  such  applicants.  8 fam- 
ilies who  were  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  were  rehoused  by 
the  Council  during  the  year. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

The  land  in  Swinefleet  Eoad  known  as  Hunts  Corner  is  the 
venue  for  visiting  fairs  and  circuses  and  from  time  to  time  van 
dwellers  who  are  not  in  the  categories  exempted  by  Section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  iYct  1936,  make  use  of  the  site.  Without  being 
arbitrary  every  effort  is  made  to  discourage  what  could  easily  and 
quickly  develop  into  an  undesirable  colon}^  of  van  dwellers.  Except 
in  rare  instances  these  itinerant  van  dwellers  see  our  point  of  view 
and  move  off  to  licensed  sites  in  other  districts. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  16  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  bacter- 
iological examination  and  1 sample  for  chemical  analysis.  The 
results  in  each  instance  were  highly  satisfactory.  Every  house  in 
the  Borough  has  a piped  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  mains, 
and  except  for  the  older  houses  due  for  demolition,  each  house  in 
the  town  has  a supply  inside  the  house.  The  water  supply  has 
been  adequate  and  constant. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  only  pail  closets  remaining  in  the  town  are  two  in  North 
Street  and  one  at  Potter  Grange  Farm.  The  owners  of  the  houses 
in  North  Street  have  agreed  to  close  them  when  they  are  vacated 
but  both  tenants  have  refused  repeated  offers  of  council  tenancies. 
The  pailcloset  at  Potter  Grange  is  too  far  from  a sewer  to  be 
converted. 

Hook  Drain. 

Now  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Hook,  in  the 
Rural  District  but  immediately  adjoining  the  Borough,  is  in  pro- 
gress, it  seems  appropriate  that  I should  again  draw  attention  to 
the  state  of  Hook  Drain  upon  which  I reported  fully  on  page  24  of 
the  Annual  Report  for  1955.  The  condition  of  the  drain  is  the  same 
as  in  1955  but  if  the  drainage  of  the  dwellings  in  flook  which  is 
now  discharged  into  Hook  Drain  or  its  tributaries,  is  diverted  into 
the  new  sewerage  system  an  improvement  should  be  seen,  but  a 
perusal  of  my  report  for  1955  will  show  that  any  improvement  in 
this  direction  is  only  a partial  abatement  of  a serious  nuisance. 

Pasture  Road  School. 

Although  it  is  six  years  since  I first  wrote  to  the  Education 
Authority  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  sanitary  accom- 
modation for  scholars  there  has  not  yet  been  any  improvement.  I 
understand  however  that  the  provision  of  improved  sanitary  accom- 
modation forms  part  of  a major  improvement  scheme  which  may 
come  to  fruition  during  1959. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

Eighty-three  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and  twelve  of  mice  infest- 
ation were  received  at  the  Health  Department  and  given  attention. 

Since  mid-1957,  the  Council  has  employed  a full  time  rodent 
operative.  Treatment  of  dwellinghouses  is  carried  out  free  of 
charge  and  in  the  ease  of  business  premises,  advice  is  given  regard- 
ing the  appropriate  method  of  eradication. 

In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  dwellinghouses,  routine  surveys 
of  Council  property,  allotments  and  open  land  are  carried  out,  as  a 
result  of  which  the  rodent  operative  paid  1,635  visits  and  revisits. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  paid  142  visits  and  re-visits  in  con- 
nection with  rodent  control. 

Many  of  the  town’s  sewers  are  tide-locked  for  several  hours 
each  day,  but  treatment  of  manholes  was  carried  out  where  condi- 
tions allowed. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

In  March,  1957  I submitted  to  the  Council  a report  on  the  provi- 
sions and  the  object  of  the  Act,  and  how  it  could  be  implemented  in 
a practical  manner  within  the  Borough  of  Goole,  suggesting  the 
setting  up  of  a Smoke  Control  Area  in  the  North  Ward  comprising 
all  dwellings  North  of  Centenary  Road.  Consideration  of  my  sug- 
gestion was  deferred  until  February,  1958  when  I was  instructed  to 
report  in  more  detail.  This  I did  in  September,  1958  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  who  deferred  consideration  of  my  report  for  one 
month  and  in  October  approved  it  in  principle,  but  at  the  sub- 
sequent meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  24th  October  the  resolution 
to  establish  a Smoke  Control  Area  was  not  approved.  Many  weeks 
of  careful  painstaking  work  had  been  put  into  the  necessary  survey 
of  the  1,146  houses  concerned  by  my  deputy  and  myself,  and  the 
report  itself  was  the  fruit  of  much  thought,  care  and  enquiry,  so 
that  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  do  nothing  at  all  and  the  reasons 
given  for  doing  nothing  were  disappointing.  Regular  observations 
have  been  made  on  chimneys  at  the  following  premises: — 

Public  Baths,  Pasture  Road 

St.  Johns  Hospital,  Boot.hferry  Road 

E.  Timm  & Sons,  Boothferry  Road 

Fisons  Ltd.,  Dutch  River  Side 

Monk  & Co.,  Victoria  Pier  (pile  driving) 

A.  E.  Farr  Ltd.,  West  Dock  Side  (pile  driving) 

Goole  Steam  Laundry,  Victoria  Street 
VAL  Cleaners,  West  Street 
Bartholomew  Hospital,  Bk.  Clifton  Gardens 
Locomotives  in  Goole  Passenger  Station 
Ships  in  Goole  Docks. 

The  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  from  ships  owned  by  the  Assoc- 
iated Humber  Lines  was  reported  to  the  Hull  & Goole  Port  Health 
Authority  who  at  once  took  up  the  matter  with  the  owners  who 
replied  that  the  ships  complained  of  were  all  to  be  replaced  before 
August,  1959  and  asking  for  a measure  of  leniency  on  account  of 
the  age  of  the  ships.  The  Hull  & Goole  Port  Health  Authority  also 
took  up  the  complaint  with  the  owners  of  other  ships  offending. 
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1 have  complained  on  several  occasions  to  the  Goole  Station 
Master  of  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  from  locomotives  while 
standing-  in  the  station.  He  has  acknowledged  my  letters  and 
promised  to  send  them  to  the  proper  department  for  attention. 
Immediately  on  noticing  the  excessive  emissions  of  black  smoke 
from  a vertical  boiler  on  West  Dock  Side  being  used  for  pile-driv- 
ing by  A.  E.  Farr  Ltd.  the  resident  Engineer  was  seen  and  he 
readily  agreed  to  cease  using  coal  and  to  use  coke  instead.  Similar 
action  had  been  previously  taken  when  the  contractors  driving  piles 
at  Victoria  Pier  were  causing  a similar  nuisance.  The  question  of 
excessive  smoke  from  the  jetty  cranes  on  Dutch  River  Side  was 
taken  up  with  Messrs.  Fisons  who  replied  that  they  had  instructed 
the  crane-drivers  to  exercise  more  care  in  refuelling  the  boilers  and 
that  they  would  examine  the  possibility  of  using  coke  instead  of 
coal.  VAL  Cleaners  Ltd.,  West  Street  have  ceased  using  their 
large  steam  boiler  and  have  installed  a new  oil-fired  boiler  which 
is  undergoing  teething  troubles  and  is  the  cause  of  a nuisance  due 
to  noise  and  some  emission  of  fumes.  I have  taken  up  the  matter 
with  the  firm  who  state  that  it  is  partially  due  to  faulty  “tuning” 
which  they  hope  will  be  corrected  soon.  The  attention  of  the  stoker 
at  the  Goole  Steam  Laundry  has  been  called  to  the  intermittent 
emissions  of  excessive  smoke. 

I Avish  to  report  in  more  detail  on  the  smoke  nuisances  at  the 
Public  Baths,  St.  Johns  Hospital  and  E.  Timm  & Sons.  I have 
written  formal  letters  to  E.  Timm  & Co.,  complaining  of  the 
excessive  emissions  of  black  and  dark  smoke  and  have  had  a reply 
stating  that  all  steps  are  being  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  and 
that  advice  is  being  sought  from  the  Gas  Board  as  to  the  possibility 
of  using  coke  instead  of  coal  as  fuel.  I have  made  a formal  com- 
plaint to  the  Secretary  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
regarding  the  excessive  emissions  of  black  and  dark  smoke.  He  has 
promised  to  bring  my  letter  to  the  attention  of  the  Management 
Committee  and  has  reminded  me  of  the  letter  he  sent  to  me  on 
1.1.58  stating  that:—- 

“Work  is  to  commence  in  the  near  future  at  this  hospital  to  effect 
the  re-organisation  of  the  Engineering  Services.  In  connection  with 
this  re-organisation  the  existing  boilers,  which  are  at  the  present 
time  over-loaded,  will  be  made  to  serve  the  laundry  only  and  it  is 
proposed  to  provide  new  automatic  stoker-fired  central  heating  and 
hot  water  supply  boilers  which  will  reduce  considerably  the  amount 
of  smoke  emitted.”  By  far  the  most  serious  and  persistent  nuisance 
from  industrial  smoke  in  the  town  is  that  from  the  chimney  of  the 
steam  boiler  at  the  Public  Baths.  The  Council  has  instructed  the 
Borough  Surveyor  to  report  upon  the  cost  of  converting  the  baths 
boiler  from  coal  burning  to  oil  burning  and  1 hope  that  this  nuis- 
ance will  be  abated  during  1959.
